CRIMEAN VETERAN 
DIES AT HALIFAX 


Was Decorated by the King for 
Fifty Years’ Service in the 
British Army 


Halifax,, N.S., Feb. 13.—-The death 
oceurred this morning of Aaron Toser, 
a Crimean veteran, aged 86 years. 
jie was a driver in the Royal Artil- 
lery, taking part in the battles of 
Alma, Inkepman,, Balaclava and the 
taking of Sebastopool. He came to 
Canada in 1861 with artillery, going 
from Halifax to St. John by sleds and 
from St, John to Montreal by rail and 
teams, He was eight years in the 
service at London, Toronto and Mont- 
real and was called out with his bat- 
tery in the Fentan raid. He held 
the position of caretaker at the gen- 
eral headquarters office here until a 
short time ago, having served fifty 
years ago in the British army, in rey 
sognition of which he was in 1907 
publicly decorated with a medal by 
order of King Edward.

‘COLD CAUSES MUCH 


SUFFERING IN N.Y. 


Three Deaths and Thousands 
Without Homes or 
Shelter 


New York, Feb. 13.—The cold snap 
which descended upon this city yes- 
terday and sent the mercury below 
zero, had caused three deaths here 
up to a late hour last night, No im- 
mediate prospects of relief were held 
out. On the contrary, the local 
weather bureau predicted a drop to 
five below by morning. ’ 

With the coming of the cold spell, 
the unemployment problem of the 
city has again become pressing. Last 
night, 1,771 homeless, among them 
fifty women and children, were cared 
for in the municipal lodging houses, 
while in the recently equipped refuge 
quarters on one of the recreation 
piers over six hundred found shelter. 
Another 386 were quartered on boats 
owned by the city. Tonight the vari- 
out municipal shelters were again 
crowded and many had to be turned 
away.

Privilege Enjoyed by Other 


Nations 
Berlin, Feb. 13.—The Mexican 
situation came up for discussion to- 


day in the Imperial parliament. 

Dr. Alfred Zimmerman, under sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, an- 
swered an interpellation by two of the 
National Liberal leaders as to “Whe- 
ther Provisional President Huerta has 
made representations to Germany in 
regard to the raising of the embargo 
on arms by the United States.” 

Dr. Zimmerman said the United 
States government, when it informed 
Germany of the raiging of the em- 
bargo, had expressed the conviction 
that nobody outside of Mexico could 
enforce a settiement of that country's 
difficulties, “The restoration § of 
peace in Mexico,” he sald, “could be 
hoped only if the Mexican parties 
were allowed to fight out their quar- 
reis without interference, and the 
raising of the embargo merely gave 
American citizens the same right of 
selling arms as was enjoyed by other 
nations.. 

The under secretary informed the 
House that measures had been taken 
to protect Germans in Mexico and de- 
clared that Mexico would be held 
fully responsible for all their property 
lowses. 


The Alert Out of Business — Ad- 
ministration of Kingston Peni- 
tentiary Attackea by Conserv. 
ative, 

Ottawa, February 6th. 

The case of the Government 
steamer Alert was again brought 
up on Thursday by B. M. Macdon- 
ald, who had received a telegram 
stating that the Alert had return- 
ed to Sydney and started out on 
another political trip. The Min- 
ister of Customs having had «a 
couple of days to think the matter 
over, reversed his attitude on the 
former oceasion and announced 
that the customs officer at Sydney 
had been suspendid by wire, and 
the Alert discharged from the 
Government service, also by wire. 
The result is satisfactory, but, 
clearly, would ‘not have been 
achieved had the matter not been 
pressed strongly upon the atten 
tion of the Minister and the Gov. 
ernment,

greater part of Thursday, The 
bill was seconded by Hon, G. P. 


Graham, and was supported by 
Levi Thomson, Alphonse Veryille 
and E. Proulx, all Liberals. It 
was opposed by Hon, Geo. EB, Fos 
ter, who was leading the House; 
Niekle, Conservative member for 
Kingston ; Carvell, of Carleton, N 
3.; Wilson, of Laval, Que., and 
Oliver, of Edmonton, Liberals. 
Edwards, of Frontenac, Ont., Con- 
servative, Was non-committal on 
the principle of the bill, but made 
a vicious attack on the admin 
istration of Kingston Penitentiary. 
The Minister of Justice did not 
reply to Edwards’ attack, and 
merely inmoved the adjournment of 
the debate, The effect of this is 
that the bill may or may not be 
reached again during the session 


AN UNUSUAL CASE 
HEARD IN COURT

Edmonton Man 1s | is Charged With 
Compounding a Felony Un- 
der Old Law 


D, Sugar, a merchant in Edmonton, 
was committed for trial this morning 
on a charge of compounding a felony 
in which « law passed in the time of 
Queen Elizabeth is involved and 
which is the ‘first case o its kind that 
has been heard in Canada so far as 
can be learned. On December 20th, 
Sugar laid a charge against two men 
named Slade and Barbiclo of obtain 
ing goods by false pretenses. The 
case at that time was somewhat con- 
fused, but it appeared that Slade and 
Barbiclo had secured goods at Sugar's 
store and had signed what they be- 
lieved to be a receipt. The receipt 
form to be signed was handed to them 
by Sugar and they did not read it, 
simply putting their names at the 
bottom. By some mistake Sugar had 
handed them a check form and later 
brought action against them for issu- 
ing a useless cheok. When the charge 
was laid Sugar went to Barbiclo's 
brother and told him that if he would 
pay him $75, the value of the goods, 
he would withdraw the charge, The 
money was paid «ad the prosecution 
claims the charge Withdrawn, and 
that in doing #0 8ugar stopped a crim- 
inal action or GOvered up a crime, 
thereby compounding a felony. 

The law under which the action is 
being brought and . n which, to @ con- 
siderable extent, (ne success of the 
action depends, is one passed during 
the reign of Queen Wilzabeth, 1558- 
1565, by the British Parliament, The 
prosecution is being conducted by Mr. 
G. EB, Winkler, 

According to the law which is being 
invoked the penalty for the offense is 
the same as that which would have 
been meted out to the accused in the 
firet charge had the accused been 
found guilty.

RE MARQUIS AND PRELUDE 

WHBEATS, 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—During last fall, shortly  be- 
fore harvest, I wrote you concerning 
the above-named wheats, as I was 
conducting certain experiments with 
a view of forming an opinion of the 
relative merits of these two famous 
varieties, under idé@ntical conditions 
as to time of sowing. soll, climate, ete 
Only last week was I able to finally 
tabulate a report for Dr. Saunders,

might say, in addition to what I pre- 
viously stated, that both varieties 
finished up even better than they 
promised, The Prelude, although 
not so heavy a crop as the Marquis, 
is a very hard, clean, plump kernel 
and matures fully three weeks ahead 
of the Marquis, In my opinion, it 
should b& cut well on the green side, | 
to prevent sheeting, the chaff being| 
very light. Mt should also be aves 


about 60 Ibs, to the acre, so that it 
can have all the aid that soil ana} 
climate can afford it, coming as it 
does to such early maturity. My 
Marquis was indeed something to 
wonder at when growing, or in stook 
lt took over 6 Ibs, of twine to the 
acre, all standing, and the sheaves 


were as big as the binder’s capacity. 
It threshed 68 bushels to acre grade 
No, 1 and I might add that the heads 
mensured six inches, 


I have had sheafs of correspon- 
dence concerning both varieties fol- 
lowing your #etter’s publication. I 
have given all particulars to Dr. 
Saunders, and I am sure Alberta. has 
no reason to be ashamed of the ex- 
periment and its results. Dr, Saun- 
ders writes on February 2nd, 1914: 

“I thank you very much for the 
careful report you have sent me of 
your plot of Prelude wheat I’ am 
glad to know that this variety was 


very satisfactoty. Of course, in com- 
parison with a very successful field of 
Marquis, Prelude will never make a 


good showing I quite agree with 
you that Prelude may be sown quite 
thin, This is specially desirable if 


there is any danger of drought during 
the early part of the growing séason. 
lam glad to know that you gave some 
publicity to your experiments; by s 
doing you are rendering a service to 
the country which is of much value. 
Your field of Marquis is certainly 
phenomenal I should be very much 
obliged if you would send me a smal 
sample. We have not had a record 
at all equal to 68 bushels per acre on 
any of the experimental firms except 


cn small plots, Our largest acre 
yield of any variety was, quoting from 
memory, 53 1-2 bushels.” 

I might add that my = experiment 
was made upon breaking specially 
prepared both before and after break- 
ing. No person who saw it grow 
ever did see a standing stiff straw like 
it, perfectly uniform in color and ap- 
peared like a brush. I sowed one 
bushel of Marquis to the acre.—-I am

The 
population was unstable, the type oi 
people dissimilar, and in som dis- 
tricts the land values not definitely 
established, Direct loaning by the 
government as carried on in Austra- 
ia had drawbacks when applied to 
Saskatchewan, He quoted figures 
showing that in periods varying from 
five to 13 years the provinces of Aus- 
tralia had loaned but $32,7)0,000, 
whereas the loans in Saskatchewan 
estimated to amount to sixty- 
five million dollars. He also stated 
that the Australian loans averaged 
a much larger sum than the Western 
Canadian as the farmers there 
were more estate owners than merely 
farmers. 

Help Farmers to Help Themselves.

NEBRASKA TWO. CENT FARE

MEMBERS QUEBEC 
LEGISLATURE ARE 


GUILTY OF GRAFT! | 


No Recommendations Are Made 
and Little Disctssion on the 
Finding 


TWO QUESTIONS 
WERE CONSIDERED 


Incidents With Regard to the 
Alleged Conspiracy Are De. 
tailed by Committee 


(From Morning Edition.) 
By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

QUEBEC, Feb. 12,—Both the legis- 
Jative council and assembly investi- 
gating committee made their reports 
today and Messrs. Berard, Bergevin 
and Mosseav are found guilty of graft. 
ing by their colleagues, The reports 
contain no recommendations to the 
house fnd there was little discussion 
upon their finding, but it is possible 
that their censideration may be taken 
up next Tuesday. 

The assembly committee's report 
says they were ordered to inquire into 
two questions: 

(1) Did Mr. Mousseau receive the 
sums of money ‘mentioned by the 
Daily Mail, in connection with Bill 


No. 158? 

(2) Was there a conspiracy  be- 
tween persons who were unknown 
when the motion ordering the  in- 


quiry was made to obtain the commis- 
sion by Mr. Mousseau of the offence 
with which he is charged? 

The committee finds as follows: 
“The evidence proved thit Mr. Mous- 
seau rete'ved from tre American de- 
tetives, Biddinger and Maloney, the 
sum of $4150 in connection with Bill 
No. 168, to incorporate the Montrer: 
Fair Association of Canada, 

“Messrs. Nichols arid MacN»b cited 
their accusations to Mr, Mousseau as 
far as the members of tie legislative 
assembly are concerned, but the ev!- 
dence proves that no other members cf 
the house has received anything what. 
ever to secures the passage of this 
bill, 

“As to the three officers who were 
mentioned as those to whom some 
money nafht be given, no proof 
whatever has been made against them 
and 1] thiee have formally sworn 
that n2..1e° promises were made nor 
money give1a them. 

“The bill of the Montreal Fair 
Association of Canada which was 
passed contains no provision which is 
extraordinary oer prejudicial to public 
interest.” i 

On Alleged Conspiracy 

With ‘regard to the ativged 
spiracy” the report says: 

“(a) About the end of the month 
of September Edward Beck, then con- 
nected with the Montreal Herald, be- 
ing informed, as he states, that at the 
coming session of the legislature, cer- 
tain legislation prejudicial to the in- 
terests of Montreal, or of the province, 
would be presented, conceived a plun 
for having such legisiation watched, 
and for that purpose applied to Mr. 
Lorne McGibbon and intormed hin of 
his plan. Mr. MeGibbon approved of 
the plan, agreed to pay the expenses 
which would be incurred, and mude 
arrangements with the Burns De- 
tective Agency of New York. 

“(b) Mr, Lorne McGibbon admits 
having paid a sum of about $50,000. 
He appears to have given carte 
blanche to the detectives and to Mr, 
Beck, but says that he did not know 
until Christmas, 1913, of the doings of 
the American detectives, | He adds 
that he learned of their subsequent 
doings only after the event. Mr, Beck 
appears tu have been kept informed of 
all that was being done after the 24th 
ef November, 1918. 

Beck Kept Informed 

“(c) The draft bill of the Montreal 
Fair Association of Canada, was pre- 
pared by the Hon. T, Chase Casgrain, 
at the request of the detectives Ma- 
doney and Myers, who had been sent 
to him by Mr. D. Lorne McGibbon. 
They explained to hiro their plan of 
campaign and took his advice as to, 
the criminal responsibility they might} 
incur by making use of the practices 
revealed at the investigation. 

“(d) Mr. J. A, Labelle, the advo- 
cate in charge of the bill, received 
from the American detectives in con- 
nection with this bill an amount of) 
$1557.97, but he declares” that he 
neither offered nor promised ior paid 
anything to any member of the legis- | 
lative assembly. 

Mousseau Received Money 

“Mr, Labelle Himself drew up the’ 
three chapters for the bill which bear 
fictitious names, but Mr. Labelle de- 
clares that he did not know that the 
bill was a fictitious one, and evidence | 
corroborates his declaration to that! 
effect. The evidence shows, however, | 
that Mr, Labelle was aware that Mr. | 
Mousseau received one or more sums 
of money in connection with the bill 
with a view to bribery. 

“This report is respectfully sub- 
mitted to the legislative assembly by 
the special committee. 

“Nevertheless, Mr, Lavergne is of 
the opinion that the committee should 
have conmpetlea Mr. Beck to disclose 
the names Gf any advocates who may 
have to!i hun they uad in their safes 
receipis from ce:tain members of the 
legislature fuowing payments to them 
for services rendered in the pavrsage 
of ils, aud thus emougn: such pay-, 
ments Gpoveted tc be for professionat | 
services, they were none the less acts 
of br bery.

Old Timers’ Banquet 


In Point of Interest Seldom Has Such an Assemblage Been Gath- 
ered Together—Yarns Are 8 wapped and Many a Hearty 
Laugh Tock Piace—Spee ches Deal With Conditions

“LT love everything that’s old,” said 
Oliver Goldsmith, in his “She Stoops 
to Conquer’—"“old friends, old times, 
old manners, old books, old wine.” 
Goldsmith would have been in his 
element last might at the Corona Ho- 
tel, where there was perhaps the 
most unique gathering that has ever 
been held in the West. 

lt was the annual banquet of the 
Edmonton Old ‘Timers’ Association, 
and although similar events have been 
held in the past, none have approach- 
ed it in point of interest, or in the 
representative character of the time- 
scarred men who attended it, their 
heads silvered o’er with age—the men 
of the warm friendships and hearty 
hand-shakes of long ago, who’ with 
bravery, endurance and powers of 
initiative laid the broad foundations 
of Western civilization. 

Big Rush for Tickets 


There was an extraordinary rush to 
secure tickets, prompted’ partly, no 
doubt, by the intimation that buffalo 
meat would be found on the bill of 


fare, and partly because the gather-. 


ing would afford an opportunity to 
renew acquaintances with those who 
stcod shoulder to shoulder in the 
early days for the common weal. 
yarns were ‘swapped’ while the gen- 
erous meal was being discussed, and 
there 
well-nigh-forgotten events.

When peo- 
ple spoke of the courage of the old 
timers he often wondered whether 
it was greater than that necessary to 
cross Jasper avenue during these days 
of modern travel. But, anyway, those 
were the guuuw old days. The distances 
were long, but the welcomes were al- 
ways warm at the end of them. Peo- 
ple were few, but friendships were 
strong. 

Dr. McQueen Speaks 

Fire Chief “Tommy" Lauder pro- 
posed the “old timers” in @ merry 
speech. Rev. Dr. McQueen, in re- 
ply, said he had been accorded the 
greatest honor that it was possible for 
his church to bestow, but he did not 
value it higher than the privilege of 
associating with the men who had 
blazed the trail for the incoming 
‘multitudes. Their heads might be 
tinged with gray, but they were as 
young in heart and as full of hope 
and ambition, as many of those who 
were now coming to the country. The 


old timers did not always get the 
credit that was coming to them. 

“T would like fifteen minutes,” 
said Dr. MeQueen, “with some of 


those who say so much in the council 
chamber—not that I am hankering 
after any position in the gift of the 
city, for I would rather be the power 
behind the throne than to sit in the 
glare of the faotlights and get all the 
abuse.” 

The gathering broke up at an early 
hour this morning, and there were 
many expressions of hope that many 
more similar events would be held in 
the future.
